From the haste with whicn this bill was borried
through the House, and the anxiety manifsated by
som# it this hody to pass il at once, without the
asunl reference to 8 committes, an impresdion his
gome out 1o the country thiat by the repeal of the
thirteenth secijon of the Qonfisoation Act the power
of the President (o grant pardons and restore io
rebels their property wonld be thken RWAY Hu-.-i‘],
however, witl not be its effapt. The Presldent’s

wer to groot pardong and rentore properiy will
g:_;ual. ae complete atter the passage of this bill re.
pealing the thirteanih seation b8 before, The Uone
stitutjon conlers on the President the “power to
grant reprieves and pardons for offences against
the Upited States, exoept in cases of impeachmaent.”
And 1t fs not in the power of Uongress Lo deprive
him of thls prerogative, A pardon is a remisgion
of the ctime or offenoe;, and not of the convietion,
and moy be granted either bafore or after convic-
tion, nnd may be absolute or conditiounl. All
there uestions were seitied by the opinious of the
Avioraey (enerals and tha decigions of the Sa-
prema Conrt, years ago, Mr. Wirt, Attorney Gen-
arnl ander Prosident Muonroe, give an opioton, in

Biates ve. Wilson, ¢ Peters, 164, decided that a par.
don & n deed, 1o the capacity of which delivering
and aceeptance by the individual for whom It is
intended ore necessary, aud that the President
may grantpardons on conditions. The President's
Power 4o restore property seized under the confle-
cation act to ite former rebel owners will not be
affected by the repeal of this thirtesnth section, as
ihe sectbon I8 wilent on that subject, and s power
in that respect is just what the Constitution gives
him and no more. It is certulnly within his power
1o retain the property seized, by imposing as a con.
dition to the pardon that no property shall be re-
stored under L, and where hg hns not done so, It is
manifest that he did not intend 1o retain the proper-
ty. This Is moreover apparent from the sfMrmative
nction of the President, in commanding Gen How.
ard, Oommissioner of the tresdmen’s Bureao,
to restore (o pardoved rebels thelr former pro-
perty. The President has thesa powers under the
Coustitution. It mmay be asked, why repeal this
thirteénth section! What possible harm can it
do toletit stand] I answer, 1t coniains & power
grant a genernl smuoesty by proclamostion, which
the Consutution does not give, Thera can now be
no occnsion fo issue A general prociamation of am-
nesty. That has already been done, except as to
certaln epecified clasaes, und by repesling this
thirteenth section Qongresa takes from the Presi-
dent the power to issne any more geperal procla-
mations of smnesty, and declares that the granting
of special pardons and the restorntion of rebel pro-
periy shall no longer be done under Its sanctios,

r. JOHNSON, of Maryland, took the floor, to
ehow that the President bus fnll powor to pardon
under the Constitution. He cited the authority of
the Federnlist, and the proclamation of Geéneral
Washington doring the whirky Insurrection, to
sbhow that the President huas, by the Constitution,
the power to Issue a4 proclamation of general ame-
nesty,

Pe’::uln“ Ine remarks of Mr. Johnson the morn-
ing hour expired, and the CHAIR decided the bill
10 admit Nebroska to be 1n order.

Mr. TRUMBULL boped the Nehraska bill
would be informally lald aside for the pregent,
aniil the bill called up by him wae digposed of.

The CHAIR decided that Nr. Hendricks, of In-
diapa, was entitled 10 the floor on the bill to admit

Iie thought this inguiry ahould be enlarged and
extended to nll the slave States, Maryiand, al-
thoogh clore Lo the fres States, seeme (0 be more
imbued with the old virus of sinvery than suy of
the southern Stutes that have been conguered, ex.
